Jaworski moves fast for tapes 


WASHINGTON i UPl > — Special Prosecutor Leon JaworsK». moving 
swiftly after receiving a Supreme Court victory, asked a federal court 
today to compel President Nixon to begin delivering subpoenaed tape 
recordings within two days 
The court ruled Wednesday that Nixon must turn over tapes of 64 of 
his conversations to Jaworski for use in the Watergate coverup trial 
scheduled to start Sept 9 Nixon s chief lawyer. James I) St Clair, 
said Wednesday night that the process would he “ time consuming " 
Jaworski asked the court to order that Nixon deliver 20 tapes within 
two days. 21 tapes within six days and the remainder within 10 days 
Jaworski said the 20 tapes he wants by Saturday are those for which 
the White House released edited transcripts These cover Nixon s 
conversations with R. Haldeman and John D Ehrlichman, in March 
and April. 1973. at the start of the Watergate unraveling They were 
then his top two aides. 
Jaworski said 13 of the tapes that he wants by next Wednesday 
apparently have already been reviewed by Nixon These include 
conversations primarily involving Nixon. Khrlichman. Haldeman and 
another former White House aide. Charles W Colson, from June 20. 
1972. three davs after the time of the Watergate break in. through 
June 4. 1973 


Jaworski said 33 of the 64 subpoenaed conversations apparently have 
already been reviewed by Nixon and “ no valid reason exists why the 
tapes of these 33 conversations should not be delivered to the court 
immediately “ 
Speaking through White House lawyer James D. St. Clair, the 
President said he was disappointed but “ ready to respect and accept 
the court ’s decision " 
St. Clair said a “ time-consuming process” of reviewing within the 
White House the tapes and records subpoenaed by Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski would begin at once. 
I’he court's 8-0 decision that the President has no power to withhold 
the material emphasized that U.S. District Court Judge John J Sirica 
must exercise extreme care in determining what data was relevant to 
the September trial of six former presidential aides and associates. 
Until that sifting has been done, neither Jaworski nor anyone else 
may have access to the evidence The parts found not relevant must be 
returned to the White House without disclosure to anyone. 
The Supreme Court’s mandate —its specific order in the case — was 
mailed to Sirica soon after Chief Justice Warren K. Burger finished 
reading excerpts from his 31 page opinion to a hushed courtroom late

Marilyn Plummer has been using 
sign language all of her life. Now 
she wants others to experience 
(communication with the deaf. 
Mrs. 
Plummer 
teaches 
three 
adults one night a week in an effort 
to enable them to communicate with 
their deaf children. The class is held 
every Wednesday from 8 to 9 p.m. at 
her 3822 Via Mondo home in Mission 
Hills. 
The 
daughter 
of 
deaf-mute 
parents, Mrs. Plummer wants to 
open her class to other parents of 
deaf 
children. 
She 
feels 
communication 
is 
important 
because the worlds of the hearing 
and the deaf are separate. 
The Mission Hills resident claims 
that ignorance exists in the hearing 
community regarding deaf peoole: 
“ Deaf 
people 
aren’t 
part 
of 
society. But they can be if people 
take the time and effort,” Mrs. 
Plummer points out. 


The sign language instructor is 
critical 
of 
parents 
of 
hearing 
children who will not allow their 
youngsters to play with deaf youth 
for "fear of catching the disease.” 
She cannot believe, she says, that 
some 
people 
still 
believe 
that 
deafness 
is 
a 
communicable 
disease. But what she is more 
concerned with is teaching sign 
language to the hearing — so that 
they might start communicating 
with those who lack the facility of 
hearing. 
According 
to 
Mrs. 
Plummer, 
teaching adults is no easy task. For 
one thing, they don’t have enough 
time to practice. 
Repetition is 
important, Mrs. Plummer feels, 


because learning sign language is 
solely memory. 
The first thing that students in her 
classes have to learn is the alphabet. 
After that basic step, simple 
vocabulary words are taught. Words 
like school, sleep, brother, sister 
and 
food. 
After 
18 
months of 
instruction, 
almost 
a 
thousand 
words are taught. 
But 
students 
are 
s t ill 
communicating without grammar 
after that period of time. Sentences 
would translate to something like 
‘‘you go school” or ‘‘you eat.” 
Grammar has made its way into 
sign language only within the last 
two years. 
Mrs. Plummer feels that deaf 
people learn to use their other 
senses to compensate (or the lack of 
hearing She gives the example of a 
child who could not hear a jet 
passing over his house but could feel 
the vibrations from the jet engines. 
As 
for 
deaf 
children, 
Mrs. 
Plummer 
feels 
once 
they 
understand someone is trying to 
commumate with them, it is easier 
to teach them. 
One 
student, 
Mrs. 
Max 
Hildebrand, had this praise for Mrs. 
Plummer: 
“ If I inherited a million dollars it 
wouldn't be enough to pay you 
back 
Mrs. Hildebrand has a deaf 
boy 
and 
she 
has 
learned 
to 
communicate with him after taking 
lessons with Mrs. Plummer. 
It is this kind of communication 
that Mrs. Plummer would like to see 
from all of the students who attend 
her classes. The only charge is the 
cost to reprint text books.

PG&E seeks rate hike; 


t 
city bills may go up 


Lompoc home electric bills seem 
sure to bound higher after Pacific 
Gas and 
Electric 
( P G & E ) 
announced yesterday it has asked 
the 
state 
Public 
Utilities 
Commission (PUC) for a 16 per cent 
wholesale power rate increase. 
Lompoc, 
like 
several 
other 
California 
cities, 
buys 
power 
wholesale from PG&E and retails it 
to city customers. Profits pay for 
the local operations and contribute 
thousands yearly to the city general 
fund. 
PG&E's 
statement 
said 
the 
increase, slated to become effective 
August 23. would keep the utility’s 
rate 
of 
return 
on 
“ resale 
customers” in line with that of its 
retail customers (8.71 percent). 
Gene 
Wählers, 
Lompoc 
city 
administrative 
officer, 
indicated 
that if approved, the 16 per cent 
increase would force the city to jack 
up rates for homeowners. This, he 
said, is also what happened in June 
last year after a 22 per cent PG&E 
wholesale rate boost went into 
effect. 
“ Based 
on 
the 
current 
and 


projected 
sales for this year,” 
Wahlers said, “ it (the rate hike) 
would increase the city’s bill for 
electrical 
energy 
approximately 
$108.000. This would translate into a 
15 to 16 per cent rate increase. We 
could not absorb this. Therefore, if 
approved, it will necessitate an 
increase in the city’s electrical 
service rate to customers.” 
The earlier, 22 per cent hike was 
postponed five months due to legal 
action launched against it by the 
Northern California Power Agency 
(NCPA), of which Lompoc is a 
member 
The 
Federal 
Power 
Commission in Washington is still 
considering NCPA s request to trim 
this rate increase. 
Wahlers said he will contact 
NCPA Executive Director Norm 
Ingraham Monday and that a special 
NCPA strategy session on the new 
wholesale 
hike 
is 
possible. 
Healdsburg. Lodi, Santa Clara, Palo 
Alto and 
Ukiah are all NCPA 
member cities joined in legal action 
against the in effect 22 per cent 
boost They would also be hit by the 
requested 16 per cent hike. 


Nixon defenders chip away 


at impeachment evidence

President Nixon’s defenders on the 
House Judiciary Committee chipped 
away today at what they termed 
“ minimal 
and 
inadequate” 
impeachment evidence. But they 
apparently 
failed 
to 
budge 
Democrats and swing Republicans 
prepared to vote in favor of Nixon’s 
removal from office. 
At 
the 
second 
day 
of 
the 
committee’s debate, one Repub­ 
lican, Hamilton Fish Jr., of New 
York, refused tocommitt himself on 
the impeachment vote but said he 
was “ deeply troubled over the 
evid en ce 
of 
p re s id e n tia l 
complicity.” 
An 
informal 
survey 
by 
UPI 
showed that as many as 17 of the 38 
committee members, including six 
Republicans, were prepared to vote 
in favor of one or more of the 
proposed impeachment articles. 


Silver-haired Republican Charles 
E. Wiggins of California, Nixon’s 
chief defender on the committee, 
argued that out of more than 40 
books of evidence studied in the im­ 
peachment inquiry, “ you could put 
all the admissible evidence (against 
Nixon) in half of one book ” 
Taking the opposite position, Rep. 
Jerome Waldie, D-Calif., an early 
advocate of impeachment, said the 
evidence 
against 
Nixon 
was 
overwhelming and that Nixon must 
be removed from office for the good 
of the nation 


Britain flies 


troops, jets 


to Cyprus

Britain 
flew 
500 
troop 
rein­ 
forcements and a squadron of 12 
American-built F4 Phantom jets 
into Cyprus today because of what 
the British Defense Ministry called 
the “ tense situation” on the island. 
The 
soldiers were 
expected 
to 
reinforce 
U N . 
peace 
keeping 
efforts. 
Greece, Turkey and Britain took 
the explosive Cyprus crisis to the 
conference table in Geneva today 
but 
the 
situation 
on 
Cyprus 
remained jittery with U N. peace 
keeping forces and the Turkish 
army keeping a wary eye on each 
other at Nicosia airport. 
The Phantoms will be based at 
Akrotiri, one of two parcels of 
sovereign 
British 
territory 
on 
Cyprus. The other is Dhekelia, 50 
miles east. Both are on the southern 
coast. The British Defense ministry 
said the Phantoms ‘‘have been 
deployed as a precaution in the 
present tense situation.” 
Akrotiri is the biggest British base 
in the Middle East. 
UPI Correspondent John Rigos 
reported 
from Athens that the

today 
while 
foreign Minister George Mavros 
held a final briefing with Premier

Flowers did not indicate how he 
would vote on the impeachment 
articles.

Quarter taxable sales decline 


Taxable sales in Lompoc dropped 
almost 12 per cent — about $1.5 
million — during the first quarter of 
1974, as county sales lagged 14 per 
cent Both trends went against the 
grain of an 11.5 per cent gain in 
taxable sales statewide. 
Worst hit locally in the traditional 
after holiday business slump were 
apparel stores, which posted a 38 
per cent loss — from $506,000 to 
$311,000 — since the last quarter of 
1973. 
General merchandise stores in 
Lompoc fared little better, with a 30 
per cent first quarter sales lag from 
$2 million to $1.4 million 
A total of $13.181 million came 
across Lompoc counters for taxable 
retail items in the fourth 1973 
quarter. The first quarter amount 
this year dropped to $11.63 million. 
Fading 
sales 
in the county’s 
incorporated 
cities 
counted 
for 
most of the first quarter county 
slide. The cities lost $24 million in 
sales since last quarter while the 
county’s 
unincorporated 
area 
posted a $2.2 million loss. 
Auto dealers and supply stores, by 
far Lompoc’s leading business in 


retail sales volume, led again early 
in 1974 with $2 38 million. But this 
represented a 2 per cent loss from 
last quarter’s $2 4 million mark 


Ixxal drug store sales coasted 16 
per cent over the first three months 
of the year, down to $893,0(X) from $1 
million 
Taxable sales at service 
stations went from $1.5 million to 
$1.2 million, only a four per cent 
loss. 


fading from $884,000 to $839,000. 
Restaurants and bars logged a mild 
two per cent first quarter stall in 
taxable business, with a dip from 
$1 24 million to $1.21 million. 


A broad classification of all other 
retail stores lost 15 per cent with a 
sales drop from $1.5 million to $1.2 
million 


Registering a 13 per cent first 
quarter skid were local packaged 
liquor stores, which took in $465,(XX) 
over last year’s holiday season but 
only $401,(XX) early this year 


Statewide, retail stores logged an 
87 per cent increase in taxable 
sales, less than half the taxable 
transactions 
of 
manufacturers, 
contractors and wholesalers. 


The building material and farm 
supply businesses locally dropped 
seven per cent in taxable sales, 
dipping from $464,000 to $428,000. 
Home 
furnishing 
and 
appliance 
tradesmen experienced a five per 
cent depression over the same 
period, their local taxable sales 


The first quarter of this year was 
marked by the Arab oil embargo and 
fuel 
shortage, 
which 
cut 
fuel 
distribution 9.4 per cent compared 
to a year earlier. Fuel costs, though, 
skyrocketed, 
aiding 
service 
stations’ taxable sales picture. 
The figures quoted are contained

True, they 
have little in common, but 
it's their varied interests 
which make the fair colorful 
and enjoyable 
WHAT IS a county fair 
without 
the 
commercial 
ex h ib ito rs? 
They 
entertainingly pitch super- 
duper car wax, amazing 
potato peelers, and - like 
22-year-old Bob Thomas — 
fantastic kitchen mops. 
Thomas’ 
product 
is 
humbly called the Kendo 
Foam Rubber Mop. But it is 
so 
special 
it 
must 
be 
demonstrated to be properly 
appreciated, which is why 
you see it every year at the 
county fair. (You can’t buy 
this mop in stores.) 
His pitch goes, “ Now let’s 
get a little messy. You know 
spills kids make. They spill 
milk, orange juice, and soda 
pop, but that's on a good 
day. On bad days they spill 
jams, jellies, and Hershey 
syrup...” 
And all the while he 
douses 
a 
red 
piece 
of 
linoleum 
with 
milk, 
Hershey syrup, and mustard 
as a few people start to 
gather with little smiles - 
enjoying his quick lines and 
fast handling of the mop. 
Then he lightly passes the 
mop over once and, magic, 
the mess disappears. He 
just as quickly proceeds to 
do other feats which people 
will never see done with a 
G.I mop 
This summer Thomas, a 
recent sociology graduate 
from UC Santa Cruz, will hit 
five fairs in California, two 
in Iowa, one in Nebraska, 
one in Illinois, and one in 
Kansas - all with the same 
pitch, word lor word, which 
takes him exactly six and a 
half minutes to deliver. He 
learned it from his boss and 
father-in-law, a distributor 
for Kendo. 
Thomas refuses to reveal 
how good the mop sells 
(assuming it sells good) 
because it’s a pitchman’s 
law not to.

When 
this 
happened 
yesterday, 
Cheryn, 
a 
sophomore

Senior High School and a 
Lompoc FFA member, had 
to encourage Qorky to get 
up This she did with her 
boots and a hog cane. 
Qorky squealed, but he 
didn’t squeal alone About 50

The evening began with 
“ Lou Gehrig Did Not Die of 
Cancer," directed by A1 
Thompson. There are a few 
amusing 
lines 
about 
a 
woman’s anatomy and a boy 
urinating on home plate, but 
this play is mainly a serious 
and disturbing account of a 
discontented little league 
baseball 
coach. 
His 
discontent, however, is not 
based on the fact that his 
team is in last place. Well, 
not entirely. 
There is the matter of his 
crumbling marriage, which 
is 
amply 
displayed 
in 
spiteful arguments about 
his beer belly friends and 
her 
phony— 
acting 
companions. Plus, there is 
the matter of his profoundly 
unfulfillingrelationship with 
his father. 
The 
next 
play, 
“ Stuffings,” is pure comedy 
and pure fun to watch. It 
concerns the decision of a 
woman 
taxiderm y 
assistant who is forced to 
pick 
between 
marrying 
George, 
a 
rather bland 
insurance 
salesman, 
or 


continuing to work as a 
taxidermist with Edgar, a 
man who thinks of his work 
as rescuing beauty. 
It 
seems 
that George 
rebels at the idea of getting 
into bed with someone who 
has 
been 
stuffing 
dead 
animals all day. Of course, 
Gladys and George object to 
this preposterous reasoning. 
Keith Thomas directed 
this little gem. 
“ The 
Bald 
Soprano,” 
directed by Marian Stave, is 
an avant-garde play which 
basically criticizes one-way 
converstions, people who 
hear but don’t listen, phony 
propriety - all types of 
absurd 
social 
manners 
which civilized mankind has 
managed to cultivate with 
amazing finesse. 
Fortunately 
for 
the

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
The Supreme Court ruled 5 
to 4 today that busing pupils 
across county lines from a 
black inner city to white 
suburbs was improper and 
contrary to a long tradition 
of 
local 
control 
over 
schools. 
The decison, last of the 
current 
Supreme 
Court 
session, dealt directly with 
Detroit, but effects school 
desegregation 
plans 
in 
many major areas in both 
the 
North 
and 
South, 
including 
Indianapolis, 
Louisville and Atlanta, 
In 
a 
strong 
dissent, 
Justice Thurgood Marshall 
called the opinion "a giant 
step 
backwards" 
and 
assured 
"that 
Negro 
children 
in 
Detroit 
will 
receive the same separate 
and 
inherently 
unequal 
education in the future as 
they 
have 
been 
unconstitutionally afforded 
in the past.” 
The case was returned to 
lower federal courts with 
instructions 
to eliminate 
“ desegration found to exist 
in Detroit city schools, a 
remedy which has been 
delayed since 1970.” 
“ No single tradition in 
public education is more 
deeply rooted than local 
control over the operation of 
schools,” said the majority 
opinion written by Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger. 
“ Local autonomy has long 
been thought essential both 
for 
the 
maintenance of 
community 
concern 
and 
support for public schools 
and 
to 
quality 
of 
the 
educational process.” 
The 
court 
held 
that 
desegregation 
must 
be 
confined to the limits of the 
school district unless there 
was 
some 
overriding 
constitutional concern. 
“ No state law is above the 
Constitution," 
Burger 
wrote. “ School district lines 
and the present laws with 
respect to local control are 
not sacrosanct and if they 
conflict 
with 
the 
14th 
Amendment, federal courts 
have a duty to prescribe 
appropriate remedies.”

Convict holds hostages 
in Texas prison drama 


H U N T S V IL L E , 
Tex. 
(U P I) — Saying “ what’s the 
sense of living when you are 
caged up like an animal,” 
convict 
desperado 
F red 
Gomez Carrasco held 10 
hostages at gunpoint in the 
Texas State Prison today 
and threatened to kill them 
if he could not go free. 
The hostages, handcuffed 
and held inside a prison 
classroom, included seven 
women 
—four 
librarians 
and two teachers. Two men 
teachers and a guard also 
were held. Six inmates were 
in the group, but prison 
officials said they did not 
know if the prisoners were 
for or against Carrasco. 
“ I ’m not the type of man 
that can be put behind 
bars,” said Carrasco, in a 
telephone interview with a 
radio station. “ I don’t have 
no intention whatsoever of 
serving my time.” 
The desperado, a reputed 
narcotics smuggler believed 
responsible for 50 murders 
in the United States and 
Mexico, was asked if he 
planned to escape. 
“ No ... shoot it out,” said 
the chunky bandit who was 
armed with three 38-caliber 
pistols that apparently were 
smuggled to him in prison 
before he took the hostages 
Wednesday. 
“ He wants his freedom,” 
said one of the hostages, 
Linda 
Woodman, 
in the 
telephone interview. “ They 
haven’t harmed us. There 
are three with guns. He's 
(Carrasco) been very nice 
to us. All he wants is for 
them to let him out. I guess 
he means what he says.” 
Asked where he would go 
if he broke out, Carrasco 


said with a laugh: “ Maybe 
Castro will give me a piece 
of sugarcane.” 
“ Are you willing to die in 
all this?” he was asked. 
“ Well, 
of 
course," 
Carrasco said. 
“ What are you asking 
for?” 
“ My liberty, of course,” 


he said. “ What’s the sense 
of living when you are caged 
up like an animal? All they 
have to say is that they will 
let me free.”

As promised our readers last week, we bring 
two dessert recipes today as the contribution of 
Mrs. Fred W. Butler Jr. The applie pie, she 
explains, is an Irish-English recipe which she 
and her husband have found delicious. The 
pineapple-marshmallow dessert is easily made 
and much enjoyed. 


Applie Pie 


2 unbaked piecrusts 
3 cups chopped apples 
1-3 cup raisins 
Vz cup fine dry breadcrumbs 
*/4 cup orange marmalade 
l/2cup lemon juice 
V4 cup brown sugar 
I tbsp. grated lemon rind. 


Line 9 inch pie plate with crust. Combine 
ingredients in a bowl and mix well. Turn into pie 
shell. Cover with second crust and cut air vents. 
Bake at 425 degrees about 15 minutes, then at 350 
for about 30 minutes. 
Suggestion for mincemeat pie — place drained 
sliced peaches on bottom pie crust. Top with 
mincemeat and cover with second crust. 


Pineapple Marshmallow Dessert 


1 lb. marshmallows 
1 cup milk 
1 cup whipping cream (whipped) 
2 cups drained, crushed pineapple (large can) 
graham crackers, crushed 


Melt marshmallows in milk, add drained 
pineapple and chill. Add whipped cream. Line a 
serving dish with crushed graham crackers. 
Pour on mixture, garnish with cherries. Keep in 
refrigerator until serving time. 
A third delicious dessert is that made by 
Georgina (Mrs. Robert) Hough, which she finds 
quick to make. 


Lemon Pie with Coconut Crust 


One 3V2 oz. can Baker's Angel Flake coconut 
2 tbsp. butter or oleo 
One 3l/4 oz. pkg. lemon “Jello” pudding and pie 
filling 
Grated rind of one lemon 


Pat and spread butter or oleo evenly over pie 
tin or plate. Open can of coconut and shake 
contents over the shortening, spreading and 
patting into place firmly with wooden spoon. 
Place in low temperature oven (about 300 
degrees). Watch carefully so coconut does not 
become too brown. When browned lightly, 
remove f rom oven and let cool completely. 
Prepare lemon pie filling as directed on 
package, except to use lemonade instead of 
water (or add lemon juice to water to make pie a 
bit tart.’ 
When the mixture has thickened and is ready 
to remove from stove, Mrs. Hough adds the 
grated rind of one lemon. 
Let pie filling cool completely before pouring 
into coconut shell (to eliminate crust becoming 
soggy.) Place completed pie in refrigerator until 
ready to serve.

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UAW-AMC 
contract

DETROIT

Continuation of American 
Motors 
Corp.’s 
unique 
profit-sharing 
plan 
was 
expected to be a key goal in 
contract negotiations that 
begin today between the 
automaker and the United 
Auto Workers. 
AMC workers are the only 
ones in the auto industry 
now given a share of the 
profits as a result of an 
agreement worked out in 
the early 1960s Some 21,000 
workers 
shared 
in 
$3 3 
million 
paid out 
before 
Christmas last year, the 
first under the program 
since 1966. 
However, 
the 
profit- 
sharing 
provision 
was 
included in only the first 
three years of the current 
four-year pact that expires 
Sept. 
16. 
If 
it’s 
not 
renegotiated, 
the 
15,000 
AMC workers represented 
by the UAW will get no 
bonus this year. 
That bonus paid out last 
year is a sign of the new 
prosperity at the smallest of 
the U.S. auto companies. 
This year the union also 
wants a share of the profits 
in the form of wages and 
benefits that match the 
automotive “ Big Three.“ 


UAW President Leonard 
Woodcock last month told a 
union convention AMC could 
expect the same treatment 
as its bigger competitors. 
There were several signs 
these could be the toughest 
set 
of 
UAWAMC 
negotiations in years. 


The 
company 
will 
be 
asked to eliminate the 8 or 9 
cents 
an 
hour 
wage 
differential between AMC 
and “ Big Three“ workers 
and provide the full “ 30-and- 
out” retirement program 
offered by General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler. AMC 
employes will be allowed to 
retire after Sept. 15 if they 
have completed 30 years of 
service, but with a penalty if 
retirement is before age 58.

Judge Kerner finally quits 
to avoid impeachment move 


CHICAGO (U PI) - U S 
Appeals Court Judge Otto 
Kemer —the first sitting 
federal 
judge 
to 
be 
convicted and sentenced for 
a crime — has resigned his 
office, ending congressional 
moves to impeach him. 
The 
former 
Illinois 
governor 
submitted 
his 
resignation 
Wednesday 
—just five days before he is 
to surrender to federal 
authorities to begin a three- 
year prison term for fraud, 
tax evasion and conspiracy. 
“ This letter is to tell you 
that I have submitted my 
resignation to the President 
and Chief Justice (Warren) 
Burger,” Kerner said in a 
brief letter to Chief Judge 
Luther M. Swygert of the 
7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 
Kerner had been on leave 
of absence from the bench 
since December, 1971, when 
he 
and 
lormer 
state 
Revenue Director Theodore 
J. Isaacs were indicted in 
connection with a racetrack 
stock bribery scheme. 
Kerner has continued to 
draw his $42,500 annual 
salary while on leave. 
A U.S. District Court jury 
found Kerner and Isaacs 
guilty in February, 1973, of 
making a $300,000 profit on 
racetrack stock given to 
them as a bribe by racing 
heiress 
Marjorie 
Lindheimer 
Everett 
between 1961 and 1968, when 
Kerner was governor.

Johnny U retires 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI) — John Unitas, with an arm that fired a 
record 290 touchdown passes over 18 years, had to call it quits 
Wednesday because of his legs. 


“ My 98-year-old legs can’t take the punishment anymore,” the 41- 
year-old National Football League legend said in announcing his 
retirement. “ I worked out four or five days and my legs swelled and 
my knee popped and I decided that to stay would be foolish.” 


San Diego Chargers owner Gene Klein, who acquired Unitas from 
Baltimore last year, said, “ It was a pleasure to have the best 
quarterback in the history of the game as a member of our team.” 


Name almost any passing record in the book and Unitas has it. 
Possibly the most significant is 47 straight games throwing a 
touchdown pass. That is a mark comparable to Joe DiMaggio’s 56- 
game hitting streak in baseball. 


Unitas plans to return to his Baltimore home. 
His only unpleasant memory of football is his treatment by the 
Colts, who he claims promised him a front-office job upon retirement. 
The matter is now in the courts. 


Unitas joined the Colts in 1956, one year after being cut by the 
Pittsburgh Steelers without playing a down. 
Starter George Shaw was injured, and Unitas hit 110 of 198 passes 
for 1,498 yards for the balance of the season as his replacement. For 
the next 11 years, until injured in 1968, he was the dominant 
quarterback in the game. 
He was selected the greatest quarterback of all time in 
commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the National Football 
League in 1969 He was the league’s most valuable player in 1957,1964 
and 1967 and played in the Pro Bowl 10 times.

The tipoff: 


The closer he comes to getting his face bashed in by 
George Foreman in far-off Africa, the more frenzied 
will become Muhammad Ah's promotional pitch. I 
wouldn’t be surprised if the fight never comes off. 


Q. Since their fight in Detroit, do Reggie Jackson and 
Bill North of the Oakland Athletics communicate? Did 
their hostility have anything to do with their collision in 
the outfield? — William Davis, Oakland. Calif. 
Sensing that Jackson’s pouting was hurting his perform­ 
ance, and ergo hurting the A’s, North took the initiative and 
huddled with Reggie before a game in Boston to reach a de­ 
tente. Since then, they even kid each other during batting 
practice. But friends0 “Hey,” says North, “we don’t want to 
be friends." Their on-field accident, in which North was 
shaken up, was due only to the superhustle of each player 
going after a fly ball. 
Q. I would like to know the history of baseball's “ Game of 
the Week" on television, dating from the earliest broaucast 
to the present set-up that includes Curt Gowdy and Tony 
Kubek - S.L.W., Reidsville, N.C. 
Baseball’s Game of the Week telecasts started in 1965 on 
the ABC network with your friendly neighborhood roaster, 
Howard Cosell, as the play-by-play man. (“And a lousy one 
he was, too,’’ says a baseball executive.) The late Jackie 
Robinson was his mike partner, with Leo Durocher doing oc­ 
casional turns. A year later, NBC outbid its rival for the 
series and has held it ever since. Curt Gowdy has been NBC’s 
anchor man on play-by-play right from the start. PeeWee 
Reese worked with him for three seasons, and now Tony 
Kubek is in his eighth season. Last year they did a record 
number of 41 national telecasts (26 on Saturday, 15 on Mon­ 
day) and will duplicate that figure in '74. The NBC contract 
runs out after ’75. Oh yes, the network’s first choice to work 
with Gowdy back in ’66 was Ted Williams, but he said nix. 


Q. An interesting legal point has come up. If by any 
chance there was to be a season-long strike in the National 
Football League, what would that do to the contracts of the 
men who were supposed to play out their options and report 
to the WFL next year? — D.W., Detroit, Mich. 
They’d still have to play out their contracts. Meaning that 
if by some fantastic stretch of the imagination a strike 
knocked out the '74 schedule, the WFL would have to wait an 
extra year for its signers. So a strike wouldn’t work to the 
WFL’s benefit at all and we hear that Larry Csonka, Jim 
Klick and Paul Warfield were advised by their future em­ 
ployers to report to the Miami camp on time, strike or no, to 
signify their intention to work this year. 


Parting shot: 


If the WFL makes it through the season, and there’s 
hardly any question about that, Mexico City is defi­ 
nitely set for a ’75 franchise.

New York's 
firemen 
shave it off 


NEW YORK (UPI) - 
They 
grumbled. 
They 
resented. And they doubted 
the new hair regulations 
really had anything to do 
with fire safety. 


But 
New 
York City’s 
firemen, 
who 
have 
tra d itio n a lly 
worn 
handlebar 
mustaches for 
more 
than 
100 
years, 
generally 
complied 
with 
new rules effective today: 
no beards, no long hair, no 
long sideburns — and no 
mustaches. 


“ I figure I ’ll stay within 
the regulations,” said Lou 
Halvatzis of Ladder Co. 21 
in midtown Manhattan. He 
cut his collarlengh hair to 
ear level before coming to 
work today. “ I was prettier 
before, but I ’m married, so 
what do I need to be pretty 
for?” 
Fire Commissioner John 
T. O’Hagan said the reason 
New York’s firemen had to 
cut off extra hair was safety 
on the job. 
But Halvatzis said he had 
never heard of any injury 
caused by a fireman s long 
hair, “ so I don’t see why 
they 
imposed 
this 
regulation. 
I cut it off 
because I didn’t want to 
cause 
any 
trouble. 
It’s 
easier to conform than have 
my benefits or my job taken 
away from me. 
“ In a way I resent it, but 
what can you do?” 
Bob Burns, a nine-year 
department veteran with 
Rescue Co. 
1, kept his 
mustache but shaved his 
half-inch 
wide 
beard 
“ because there’s no sense in 
fighting.” 
“ I don’t think hair has 
anything 
to do 
with a 
fireman’s safety,” he said. 
“ I didn't fight it because I 
don’t want the departmental 
charges. I resent the fact 
that someone can tell me I 
have 
to 
get 
rid 
of 
something.” 
Burn’s 
boss, 
Lt. 
Paul 
Geidel, 
interrupted 
to 
remind him he also has to 
get rid of his mustache. 
“ Mustaches 
are 
really 
okay,” Geidel conceded. “ I 
don’t 
think 
they 
hinder 
firefighting. 
Handlebar 
mustaches go back hundred 
of years for firemen.” 
Eddie Veramo, also of 
Rescue Co. 1, said he shaved 
his beard “ because we were 
ordered to and I was afraid 
of being transferred. It’s not 
fair. 
I didn’t think my 
mustache hindered me as a 
firemans. 
It didn’t make 
me any more or any less a 
fireman.” 
But he said he was glad to 
see a limit on the length of 
hair “ to clean up and de-lice 
those long haired, bearded, 
scroungy 
weirdos. 
The 
uniform doesn’t make the 
man, but in those cases you 
have the man taking away 
from the uniform.”

'Affection politics' 
target of novelist 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UP1) 
— Ken Kesey, best selling 
novelist and onetime Pied 
P ip e r 
among 
the 
countercultural young, has 
his eyes on a new target for 
his 
followers 
—orderly 
social change. 
He calls it “ The politics of 
human affection.” 
This new politics already 
has held its first convention, 
called the Bend in the River 
Conference, in Bend, Ore. 
D elegates 
were 
Oregonians 
from 
the 
eastern scrub country to 
coastal fishing towns. More 
than 100 community-elected 
delegates participated. The 
idea was to exchange ideas 
on issues affecting the next 
quarter century in Oregon. 
Teachers, 
longhairs, 
housewives, 
economists, 
poets, 
children, 
city 
councilmen, 
feminists, 
plumbers, even a profes­ 
sional clown, hammered out 
what Kesey called a “ media 
referendum” of major ideas 
stemming 
from 
the 
conference into ballot form 
and published by a number 
of newspapers and aired by 
several broadcast stations. 
Kesey is waiting for the 
public response to the ballot 
and 
he 
will 
pass 
the 
information on to legislators 
for implementation. 
K e s e y ’s 
unusual 
conference in Bend was 
financed by a $12,000 grant 
from the National Foun­ 
dation for the Humanities, 
and $5,000 from a magazine. 
The 
m ystery 
he sought to plumb in Bend 
was a complicated task, he 
said, 
because 
“ human 
affection was the issue on 
the 
line. 
There’s 
no 
civilization without human 
affection. Do we like each 
other more than we don’t? 
That is the question and that 
is what we want to find 
out.” 
Kesey drew the support of 
Gov. Tom McCall, former 
U.S. senator Wayne Morse 
and 
others 
at 
his 
conference, 
where 
California 
and 
Montana 
observers said the meeting 
would 
be 
a 
model 
for 
similar conventions 
they 
hope to organize in those 
states. 
Denver social 
scientist 
Amy Roosevelt, a niece of 
the late President, chaired 
several council sessions in 
Bend. 
Frivol 
The 
Musical 
Clown, 
a 
professional 
performer whose real name 
is Karen Russell, Portland, 
answered group tensions at 
Bend with her violin and 
grease-painted grin. “ She’s 
beautiful,” Kesey said of 
her. 
All was not honeycakes 
and love beads in Bend. 
The Women’s C a u c u s 
stumped for a non-ballot 
statement 
from 
the 
convention 
favoring 
free 
abortion. Kesey’s response 
was: 
“ I ’m 
not 
against 
women. I ’m defending the 
small. As a nation, we take 
the life of the small. We 
don’t do to Russia and China 


what we did to Vietnam. 
Any woman who feels she 
wants an abortion because 
she can’t take care of the 
child —she can give me the 
child.” 
The 
full 
delegation 
argued. Kesey snapped. Key 
feminists 
tried 
satire, 
elocution, 
straightahead 
rage. “ We are a model for 
other states,” the majority 
voice declared “ We cannot 
split over any single issue.” 
The free abortion phrase 
was edited out. 
“ The ladies came over,” 
Kesey recalled a few days 
later. “ They said they didn’t 
take it as a private battle 
between 
themselves 
and 
myself. 
Was 
human 
affection 
strong 
enough? 
Oh, yeah. Oh, yeah. That 
was our crisis —you can 
report that affection held.” 
Kesey said the idea for his 
conference came from a 
Montana pig farmer who 
told him: “ Go give politics 
back to the people. Get all 
them issues and put ’em on 
the TV” 
before he acted on the 
idea, Kesey himself had 
battled 
through 
deep 
personal shifts. 
In 
the 
1960’s, 
while 
scattering royalty money 
from his books “ One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest” 
and “ Sometimes a Great 
Notion,” he led his acid- 
dropping 
“ M erry 
Pranksters” across country 
in a wildly painted bus, he 
recalled. 
That 
tack 
led 
to the 
Mexican jungles, where the 
best-selling author sought to 
escape arrest on stateside 
drug counts. That led to 
time served in a California 
jail. 
Just before the Bend meet 
got underway, Kesey, now a 
gentleman farmer, 
stood 
near Faye, his country-born 
wife of nearly 20 years. The 
dairy spread at Pleasant 
Hill, Ore., held the noise 
raised by their four children 
—Shannon, 13; Zana, 13 (not 
twins); 
Jed, 
11; 
and 
Sunshine, 8.

Though most 
petition 
signers never saw the river 
between 
Yosemite 
and 
Modesto, and many had 
never heard of the project, 
the New Melones Dam was 
the only “ live” ecology 
issue around last spring. It 
even drew 93,000 signers in 
Los Angeles. 
“ I never saw the river 
myself until a few weeks 
ago,” said Dennis Vierra, 
30, Santa Cruz, who headed 
the “ Friends of the River” 
campaign to qualify the 
initiative for November. 
Vierra, former official of 
the People’s Lobby, said 
none of the five campaign

freaks,” though some had 
rafted and hiked its shores.

“ My feeling is that the 
people of the state have the 
right to say yes or no to the 
irreparable destruction of a 
state natural resource 
If 
the people want the dam. 
okay, voting’s the demo­ 
cratic way. 
“ But a natural resource is 
never going to be returned 
to its natural state if a 
project like this is built." 
The 
“ Friends 
of 
the 
River,” unlike the Sierra 
Club 
and 
other 
conservationist groups, has 
no membership. It is a 
group 
of 
five 
persons 
organized to qualify the 
initiative for a public vote 
If approved in November, 
the measure would place the 
upper and lower river in the 
State Wild and Scenic River 
System, making it illegal to 
build dams but allowing 
flood control works on other 
parts of the river. 
The other organizers are 
Rob Coughlan and David 
Oke, partners in a public 
relations firm; David Kay, 
a boatman on the river, and 
Jerry 
Merrill, 
a 
staff 
scientist for the Environ­ 
mental Defense Fund. 


“ They’re a little more 
prorecreation than 1 am,” 
said Vierra, "but they’re 
also concerned about the 
state’s rights issue. 


“ We want to steer away 
from the recreational value 
thing.

natural resource issue, the 


expenditure of $250 million 
for a project that appears to 
be of limited value. These 
are the big issues. 
“ If it were a dam that had 
assured value for its cost, 
then there wouldn’t have 
been an effort to stop it. 
Some dams are necessary.” 
The 625-foot dam. 
the 
second highest earthfill dam 
in the United States (behind 
Oroville Dam), would rise

Modesto in Iron Canyon. 
The dam would be 1,560 feet 
long and create a 2 4 million 
acre-foot lake. 
The corps of engineers 
says the most urgent need is 
flood protection for some

The corps said the dam 
also would provide a new

upper river, hike its shores, 
fish 
its 
waters 
and 
experience 
its 
unspoiled 
flowing beauty ” 
The Friends of the River 
charge the dam is “ a left­ 
over pork barrel project 
from the 1940s” and the 
Environmental 
Defense 
Fund calls the dam “ one of 
the 13 most economically 
w asteful 
and 
environmentally 
destructive projects in the 
nation ... a disaster in water 
development ’’ 
The initiative group also 
charges 
that 
“ the 
only 
energy the dam will create 
is power to pump water 
away 
from 
the 
San 
Francisco Bay and Delta 
into a massive, proposed 
irrigation canal.” 


About $52 million already 
has 
been 
spent 
since 
groundbreaking ceremonies 
in 1966, including a $27 
million 
diversion 
tunnel 
completed last December. 
A $14 million bridge over

is

construction 
An $83 million bid to build 
the dam was received in 
1972 but construction was 
blocked 
when 
the 
Environmental 
Defense 
Fund (ED F), the Sierra 
Club and others filed a suit 
charging 
the 
dam ’s 
environmental 
impact 
statement was inadequate. 
After 
an 
amended 
environmental 
impact 
report was prepared, a U.S. 
District Court approved and 
the ED F lost a subsequent 
appeal. But the $83 million 
bid was withdrawn because 
of the delay and the only 
subsequent bid received was

The New Melones project,

The pay raise 


It would appear that the Santa Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors finally struck 
the proper formula for an increase in 
salary. 


The governing body Monday voted a 16 
per cent increase for themselves, raising 
their annual salaries from $14,224 to 
$16,500 per year. The action is still 
contingent, however, on the adoption of a 
new salary ordinance when the ordinance 
comes up for a second reading July 29 


We definitely had mixed feelings over 
the last attempt of the County governing 
body to give themselves pay increases. It 
was our opinion that, yes, they did need an 
increase in salary but, at that time, we 
strongly felt their method at arriving at 
the amount of increase and the method of 
“ sliding” it on an agenda with little prior 
notice were not in the full public’s interest. 


As we suspected, the public caught on 


and the force of a petition caused the 
withdrawal of the action. 
Monday’s action was taken as the result 
of

by

citizens’ 
committee, 
headed 
by 
the executive 
secretary 
of 
this 
county’s greatest 
watchdog 
of 
county 
government 
as 
concerns taxes — the County Taxpayers’ 
Association. It is our opinion that their 
recommendation was basically fair, based 
primarily on the average current pay for 
the positions in the eight-county survey 
normally 
used 
by 
this 
county 
in 
establishing pay levels.

compensation. We have long felt that the 
salary must be adequate enough in order

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
An ominous lesson 


SAN FRANCISCO - If television 
and the movies are an accurate 
gauge, the American appetite for 
crime and violence is unlimited. The 
sensational aspects of conspicuous 
crimes are exploited on TV and in 
the press with one lurid episode 
succeeding another. 
The kidnaping of Patricia Hearst 
is a prize example. Day 
after day it held the 
headlines, 
coming 
to a climax with the 
Los Angeles shoot­ 
out in which six 
members 
of 
the 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army 
were killed. 
Yet for all the 
sensationalism, the 
ordeal of the victim and her family, 
the 
defiant 
“ revolutionary” 
pronouncements of the kidnapers, 
the significance of this heinous 
crime has been largely lost sight of. 
And that has been particularly 
true since the Hearst case has been 
pushed off the front page by later 
crimes such as the seizure of the 
hostages 
in the 
United 
States 
District Court in Washington ten 
days ago. 
But the real meaning of the 
Hearst case should not be lost sight 
of even though it has, temporarily at 
least, dropped below the horizon of 
the current news. It is the actuality 
of what is often merely glib rhetoric 
— the breakdown of law and order. 
The Hearst kidnaping was the 
first act of political terrorism in this 
country and as such it dwarfed the 
anguish of the principals and the 
sensation of daily events in the 
captivity, 
whether voluntary or 
involuntary, of this tragic young 
woman. 
True, 
the SLA were few in 
numbers and their revolutionary 
philosophy woozier and boozier than 
most such fantasy trips.

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against the sky in letters of fire for 
other

individuals to see. The same thing 
can happen to anyone in a position of 
authority or responsibility whether 
in publishing or another prominent 
establishmentarian 
role. 
It can 
happen, as one of those closest to the 
case put it, to my son or my 
duaghter and the consequences 
would be the same. 
The spectrum of blame is wide, 
the clamor for scapegoats an outlet 
for public indignation. What about 
the highly touted FBI? Why couldn’t 
they find a few criminals repeatedly 
advertising their criminality? 
An answer touches on what is 
perhaps the most ominous aspect of 
the case. That is the unwillingness 
of large elements of the public to 
cooperate in any way with law 
enforcement authority. These are 
not merely extreme leftists who 
mouth expletives about “ fascist 
pigs’’ but ordinary citizens fearful 
of any commitment that might 
involve them in crime and the 
reprisals 
taken 
by 
organized 
criminals. 
Several times in the Hearst cases 
persons identifying Patricia kept 
silent rather than risk encounter 
with authority. 
This 
is 
a 
reflection 
of 
the 
fragmentation of American life in 
the turbulence of the past decade; 
three assassinations, the Vietnem 


war, the tumultuous demonstrations 
by the young. 
It is impossible to predict the 
ultimate end of the breakdown of 
law and order since violence begets 
violence. In Argentina, to take a far- 
out example, guerrilla terrorism is 
almost a daily occurrence. An 
executive of one of the big American 
motor companies in Buenos Aires 
was ransomed recently for $17 
million. 
Our overcrowded prisons are 
schools for crime. The pattern of the 
seven hostages held by two armed 
prisoners 
in the courthouse in 
Washington 
will 
be 
repeated 
whenever vigilance is relaxed as in 
the walkout of the Ohio prison 
guards and 
the 
strike of the 
Baltimore police. 
Add to this the proliferation of 
guns flooding the country with 
virtually no controls thanks to the 
powerful gun lobby. 
Throughout the entire Hearst 
affair, President Nixon said not a 
single word whether of concern for 
the parents of the kidnaped girl or in 
support of the attempt to enforce 
the law. 
This is the saddest commentary of 
all; We are in a leaderless nation. 
Any moral stature the President 
may have had has long since been 
eroded away. In the void, no voice is 
heard to remind us of the principles 
that once made this nation great.

Nothing to fear 


The gap between Joe Doakes, and 
the people who govern him in 
Washington is as wide as the Grand 
Canyon. Joe has a wife and three 
children, and a weekly paycheck of 
$201; he pays $7 a week in income 
taxes, $10 in social security, and a 
lot more in sales taxes. His take- 
home pay has shrunk in real terms 5 
per cent in a year and his middle kid 
is sick again. He’s desperate. 
How far will inflation and efforts 
to curb it shake our society in this 
hot 
summer? 
It 
could 
make 
Watergate look like a picnic. 
The man who makes laws for Joe 
is Congressman Gavel. He gets 
$42,500 in base pay with $8,500 
minimum fringe benefits. He likes 
Joe 
but 
he’s 
on 
a 
different 
wavelength. The refinery in his 
district helps pay campaign costs 
and, God knows, he can’t offend it. 
It belongs to an oil company that 
made $1.3 billion profit last year and 
paid only 2.3 percent income tax; 
less than Joe paid. Temptation 
assails Congressman Gavel now and 
then, temptation to help Joe with 
reform legislation, but if he did Mr. 
Nixon would veto, or impound. 
Mr. 
Nixon vetoed day care, 
minimum 
wage, 
rehabilitation 
services, Housing, and scores of 
other programs — all too expensive. 
Some of them were, too. But aid to 
the Pentagon, $85.8 billion — isn’t 
too 
expensive; 
that’s a 
must, 
Congressman Gavel votes for it 
dutifully. 
Joe 
Doakes doesn’t begrudge 
Gavel his $50,000, nor the president 
his $250,000 but do they know what 
hamburger costs? And why was the 
president trying to duck his income 
taxes? — they take Joe’s taxes out 
of his pay envelope. 
Things are going to get worse this 
summer if the Administration tries 
to balance the budget at the little 
man’s expense. Of course, he’s to 
blame, economist Herbert Stein 
explains. 
Q. “ Well, Mr. Stein, are you 
saying that the American public is 
responsible for this inflation? It’s 
their 
fau lt?” 
asked 
a 
TV 
interviewer. 
Stein: “ Well, I think in a basic 
sense this is true 
... 
It was 
considered 
that 
the 
American 
people would not stand for a tax 
increase.” 
So, it’s Joe Doakes’ fault, you see. 
It’s all our fault, except our leaders. 
This animosity against the little 
man, by the Nixon Administration 
sometimes seems almost malicious. 
Here is CBS correspondent Nelson 
Benton, for instance, interviewing 
Secretary of the Treasury William 
Simon the other night on the Walter 
Cronkite show. Simon wanted to cut 
the federal budget $5 or $10 billion, 
but not the defense budget. 
Simon: “ ... Our defense budget is 
over 30 per cent what it was in 1968 
(Vietnam war) — in real dollars, so 
I don’t think the defense budget 
needs cutting at all.” 


Q. “ Where then?” 
Simon: “ Well, welfare payments 
have grown 65 per cent in the last 
three years and I think we’d better 
take a pretty close look at that. Are 
we creating in this country a 
disincentive to work? Is that what 
the purpose of welfare is? ... I think 
we’ve overdone it.” 


So- it figures. More money for the 
Pentagon, and less for the poor; it’s 
consistent, 
anyway. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
never concealed his loathing for 
L B J’s “ war on poverty.” He put in 
that 
singular 
figure, 
young, 
glandularly active Howard Phillips 
as head of Office of Economic 
Opportunity, to destroy it from 
within. Only the court threw him 
out. Now Mr. Nixon has dismissed 
Phillips’s successor, Alvin Arnett, 
who showed a secret heretical 
compassion for the little man. Mr. 


Nixon is always surrounded by 
traitors, isn’t he? Naturally, Arnett 
had to go. 


The unforgivable feature of OEO’s 
anti-poverty 
program 
for 
conservatives is organizing the little 
mqn into community action and 
giving him political clout — not only 
against the White House, but against 
pragmatic people like Congressman 
Gavel. Furthermore, it supports 
legal services for the poor. What 
will happen to the country if Joe 
Doakes begins to throw his weight 
around? He might demand tax 
reform. 
Between 1960 and 1974 
regressive social insurance taxes 
(wage taxes) such as he pays 
increased from 16 to 30 percent as a 


percentage of total U.S. taxes, and 
corporate income taxes (like those 
of the refinery in his district) 
dropped from 23 to 15 percent.

If the world slips into a beggar-

everywhere. A Wall Street Journal 
headline on a lead story summed it 
up last week, “ Confidence is Ebbing 
in the White House Ability to 
Control Inflation.” One peril to 
avoid, it said, is “ panic.”

New militancy 


discussed in 


Tuesday there was one of those 
confrontations at the school board 
level that seem at the moment at 
least to shake our educational 
institution to its foundations. 
Norman 
Larson, 
teacher and 
president of Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers 
(LFT), 
challenged 
circumstances 
surrounding 
the 
transfer of a principal to the post of 
administrative dean at Cabrillo 
High school. He accompanied the 
challenge with the 
statement that he 
was challenging the 
policies 
and 
the 
circumstances 
of 
the transfer and not 
the 
individual 
involved 
in 
the 
transfer. 
School 
trustees 
apparently saw the 
issue as a matter of 
personnel and hence 
a subject for an 
executive session — 
in contrast to an 
issue that can be 
public. 
The issue came to light when the 
transfer item was included in a list 
of teachers who were to receive 
more or less money for one reason 
or 
another. 
After some 
sharp 
exchanges between Larson on the 
one hand and Archie Nogle, board 
vice president, and Supt. Glen 
Wegner on the other, and an 
executive session the board finally 
approved the adjustments with the 
proviso 
that 
they 
were 
also 
approving 
an 
“ administrative 
transfer” for the principal involved. 
The exchanges stemmed mainly 
from 
a 
disagreement 
on 
the 
mechanics of making presentations 
from the floor at a school board 
meeting. Larson argued that his 
presentation 
challenging 
the 
administrative action, was valid 
because he had consulted with 
Wegner prior to the board meeting 
and presumably was not satisfied 
with the result of the conference. 
The issue is part of a larger issue 
of 
communication 
between 
the 
various 
parties 
and 
the 
role 
teachers and teacher organizations 
should play in the conduct of school 
business. There was a time not too 
many years ago when it was rare for 
a teacher to attend a school board 
meeting and question an action by 
the superintendent. Times have 
changed 
particularly 
since 
the 
advent of LFT. 
Spokesmen for LFT have been 
militant in their insistence that 
more and more of administrative 
action be brought out into public 
scrutiny. 
This 
has 
raised 
the 
question of how teachers go about 
seeking redress for alleged wrongs, 
or how they get their ideas across to 
the trustees. There is a well 


prescribed 
grievance 
machinery 
and that has been used to the full on 
a few occasions in recent months, 
but that has not seemed sufficient or 
speedy enough to LFT to serve them 
on an issue that is about to be acted 
upon by the board. In other words, 
how do you give some meaningful 
input for board consideration of a 
question that is about to be acted 
upon forthwith? 
On July 9, as noted by the minutes 
of the meeting, trustee Richard K. 
Jacoby” 
...suggested 
that 
any 
complicated issue being presented 
to the board be submitted in writing 
to the superintendent for inclusion 
in the board agenda.” 
Tuesday Jacoby said he wasn’t 
entirely satisfied with the wording 
and 
therefore 
submitted 
the 
following 
change: 
“ That 
any 
complicated 
technical 
matter 
involving 
individual 
problems 
should be presented to the staff 
member best able to deal with that 
subject matter and if unresolved 
then submit it in writing to the 
superintendent for inclusion in the 
board agenda.” 
There’ll be many interpretations 
of the language, of the significance 
of the differences between the two 
wordings and of the very idea of 
having to submit presentations in 
writing prior to a meeting. 
From a trustee’s point of view it 
could be argued that it is unfair to 
ask the board to act on complicated 
matters 
without 
sufficient 
background data at hand. 
I believe in the case at hand 
Larson would argue that he made a 
face 
to 
face 
contact 
on 
his 
presentation prior to the meeting 
and took to the meeting floor as the 
only way of getting the LFT idea 
across before the board acted. At 
the same time some observers could 
argue that the close juxtaposition of 
the charge that the district had not 
adequately advertised an opening at 
Cabrillo, the closeness of that with a 
zeroing in on item “ 7” in the list of 
salary adjustments clearly could be 
construed as a reflection on the 
individual involved, hence a subject 
for an executive session. There 
seems to be no easy answer to all 
this. Board President Karl Braun 
who was absent Tuesday, has been 
insistent that anyone who stood up 
at a school board meeting to speak, 
would have the board’s attention. 
How he would have responded 
Tuesday is uncertain. 
There are also other aspects to the 
total question.
